Indeed, one grand reason why Our missions in 

Germany are more prosperous and successful 

than in France and Greece, is because that even 

in the established church the Bible is held in 

respect. Notwithstanding @ bold and false phi- 

losophy, and an unhallowed criticism, have entered 

the theological schools of Germany, and made 

gad havoc of a pure faith and simple-hearted 

piety, there is still an outward respect at least 

paid to the old Protestant doctrine. The remem- 

brance of Luther secures a reverence for the 

Bible. When the minister names his text, or 
reads a chapter, the whole congregation rises, out 
of respect to the voice of him that speaketh from 
heaven. With all the faults of Germany, this is 
a sort of anchor to that nation, So long as the 
people are taught to read and respect it, some 
will derive benefit from it, and find it the power of 
God unto salvation. 

With these views, I rejoice in the existence of 
this Society, and my earnest prayer is for your 
success and prosperity. When the Chinese con- 
vert who returned with brother Dean came be- 
fore the Board, his first speech was to say, how 
glad he was to see the faces of those who had 
sent the gospel to him and to his nation. That 
declaration touched a chord which vibrated 
through every heart. The sweetest emotions that 
ever arise in the human bosom are those which 
are occasioned by the thought of having been in- 
strumental in saving a soul from death. There is 
ro surer way to secure these pleasures, these rich 
consolations that will be carried with us to the 
eternal world, «4 constitute a part of the joys of 
heaven, than in diffusing the ight of divine truth, 
proclaiming the glorious gospel of the blessed 
God, and sending the Bible to the nations of the 
earth, 

Rev. Mr. Dean, missionary of the American 
Baptist Board to China, presented the following 
resolution : 

Whereas the Providence of God has opened to 
missionary effort the empire of China, with its 
millions of inhabitants, and with a language em- 
bracing a variety of dialects, but forming a uni- 
versal written medium of ication, 

Resolved, That it becomes the solemn duty and 
high privilege of the church to co-operate with 


the A. and F. Bible Society, and aid its objects by 
their fervent prayers and liberal benefactions. 





Vast multitudes of human beings are contem- 
plated in this resolution, said Mr. D. The Chinese 
number 390,000,000 or about one third of the pop- 
aultion of the globe. During the first five or six 
years of my residence abroad, I thought the number 





was over-estimated. But recent investigations 
have convinced me that the usual calculations are 
not far from the truth. 

The next idea presented in the resolution is, | 
that China is open to missionary labor. The 
wall of brick upon the north has been nothing 
compared with the deep-rooted prejudices which 
have guarded the southern frontier. This wall is | 
broken down. Or, at least, gate-ways have been | 
opened, so broad that the whole Christian church 
may enter and find ample room for pious effort in 
behalf of souls. There is no excuse now for re- 
fusing to carry to the teeming millions of China 
the glad tidings of the gospel. The church of 
Christ kas long been knocking at the bolted gates 
of the empire. God has heard her prayers. He 
has opened the doors, The angel of mercy, 
pointing to Calvary, is saying to the church, ‘Walk 
in and occupy this interesting field” Multitudes 
of the Chinese themselves are saying, ‘Walk in; 
we welcome you to our shores—to our homes—to 
our hearts.” How long shall the church stand 
waiting upon the threshold ? how long refuse to 
enter in and reap this harvest already white for 
the sickle ? 

The resolution further states that the empire 
has been opened by the Providence of God. I 
love, said Mr. D. to think of the providence of 
God as connected with every circumstance of my 
life, and with the progress of the divine purposes 
of mercy in reference to our fallen race. That 
providence is over all, controlling the most minute 
no less than the most stupendous movements in 
the natura! and moral world—regarding the affairs 
of nations as well as of individuals. And most 
distinctly do I see the hand of God in the series 
of events which have fully thrown open the 
mighty empire of China to the view of the church, 
and thus spread out a wide field for self-denying 
labor. 

The resolution speaks*of the existence of a 
great varicty of dialects, while at the same time 
there is but one universal language. The lan- 
guage of China is unlike that of any other nation, 
Every character is significant of a word. The 
characters number more than 30,000; 6000 have 
become obsolete, and about 4000 are without a 
name. From 50 to 150 characters are represent- 
ed by the same sound, and distinguished only by 
the intonations given in speaking ; thus there are 
four higher and four lower tones. The characters 
are used without jug or decl 
Sometimes the same character is a noun, verb, or 
adjective, according to its position in the sentence. 
For ordinary purposes, or for translating, 
the knowledge of 10 or 12,000 characters is suf- 
ficient. The written character—the language of 
books—is the language of universal medium 
throughout China as well as Cochin China. 
Among the Chinese from six to seven tenths of 
the male population can read, while only one 
or two from every thousand * of the females can 
reid. Many rer d, however, without understand- 
ing the meaning of the sounds which they utter. 
Hence the importance of the living teacher. The 
colloquial medium is various. In each province 
there are sub-divisions of dialects. Thus in the 
province of Canton there are four distinct dialects ; 
so that frequently the inhabitants of the same 
district have great difficulty in understanding 
each other. The modern dialect is also subject 
to modifications. Our dependence, therefore, 
must be upon the written character, mainly, for 
the diffusion of truth. 

The resolution speaks of the duty of the church 
to co-operate with the A. and F. Bible Society, 
in its grand design to give to China, as well 
as other nations, the word of life. And by 
this is meant,not the clergy—not the deacons—but 
every individual who has subscribed his name to the 
church. There are no privileged members in the 
church of Christ. We were all once in the same 
state of degradation and guilt—we have all re- 
ceived of the same abounding grace in Christ 
Jesus. The obligations which are binding upon 
one to engage in the great work of evangelizing 
the nations, are binding upon all. It is the for- 
getfulness of this important truth, said Mr. D. 
with emphasis, which limits the supply of men 
and means, to carry out the last command of the 
Saviour to his disciples. This difficulty should 
be unde d and died at once. 

The resolution, lastly, speaks of the high privi- 
lege of the church, as well as her duty to engage 
in this work, And who is there, of those whoin I 
address to-day, inquired the speaker, who does 
not regard it a privilege to be permitted to labor 
for souls? If any, then they can have uo claims, 
to the title of Christians—they do not belong to 
the fold of Christ. And let such as esteem the 
work referred to a privilege, be encouraged to 
enter into it fully and heartily. If they cannot 
labor directly a8 missionaries, let them do it by 
praying. Give to this Society the means to fur- 
nish those who are already upon heathen ground 
with those Scriptures which are able to make 
men wise unto salvation through faith in our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

. The resolution was seconded by Rev. Mr, 
Campbell, of Georgia. 
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Rev. E. Kincaip, y from 
then offered the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the fundamental and distin. | 
guishing principle of this Society, requiring faith- 
ful and intelligible translations instead of unmean- 
ing and foreign transfers of God’s word, ought to 
make it dear to all the friends of missions to the 
heathen. 

In advocating this resolution, Mr. Kincaid said 
that he felt a reluctance in making any remarks 
on the occasion. He should prefer to remain 
silent ; but the resolution was so much in accord- 
ance with his own feelings and past experience, 
and the views entertained by his missionary 
brethren, that he felt compelled to speak. He 
had been endeavoring to picture to himself how the 
apostles and writers of the Bible would appear, and 
what would be their feelings, if they could be 
permitted to stand in the midst of this Christian 
assembly, and listen to a discussion upon the 
propriety of translating every word of God's in- 
spired volume. He imagined he could see shame 
and indignation and grief depicted upon their 
countenances, while they looked upon such a 
scene, and that with one voice he could hear 
them exclaim, ‘.4ll scripture is given by inspiration 
of God, and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, 
for correction, and for instruction in righteousness 
—that the man of God may be perfect, thoroughly 
furnished unto every good work.” Now to trans- 
fer any part of the word of God, is to leave that 
part untranslated, and, consequently, unintelligi- 
ble. And, in this case, how is the man of God 
to be thoroughly furnished unto every good work ? 
I remember, continued Mr. K. that once in the 
city of Ava, just at evening, a nan came running 
to me, bearing a meseage from a Burman prince, 
and desiring my immediate attendance at the 
palace. The prince was a learned man, was ac- 
quainted with severa] languages, and had a large 
English library. He was indeed one of the most 
intelligent of the Burmans. I had often visited 
the palace; but at the present time desired to be 
excused. The messenger however pressed the 
matter, observing that his master was anxiously 
desirous of my p I luded to accom- 
pany the man, and after dark we reached the 
palace and entered the verandah. A servant con- 
ducted me into a private apartment, where, seated 
upon a carpet, I found the prince alone. He in- 
vited ne to a seat by his side. A book was be- 
fore him, which I found to be the New Testament. 
His hand was upon it, and he seemed deeply in- 
terested in the volume. At length he observed, 
‘Teacher, I have many passages marked here 
which I cannot understand. Will you explain 
them to me?’ I discovered that the corner of 
the leaf was turned down opposite to several pas- 
sages which troubled him. His wife, the princess, 
now came in, followed by her several daughters 
and two sons. These seated themselves back of 
the prince, and other members of the court and 
fainily came in and occupied their proper places 
about us. There was now quite a littie company 
assembled, all waiting with intense interest the 
moment when I should commence my explana- 
tions. I noticed that nearly all the places were in 
Romans. ‘ You seem,’ said I to the prince, ‘to 
have studied this book almost exclusively.’ ‘O,’ 
said he, ‘teacher, it is the most wonderful book 
that I have ever read.’ ‘But,’ said I, ‘there 
are the Psalms—are you not pleased with 
them?’ ‘O yes,’ he replied, ‘they are beau- 
tiful—fine specimens of poetry, &c., but this 
isa very different book—the.sentiments are so 
deep—so profound. I see here much said about 
the love of God. What is meant by it? Have you 
the love of God ?’ Questions of this nature were 
proposed in rapid succession, and for hours we 
thus conversed together. Now supposing that 
prince had read to the 6th chapter of Romans, and 
had come to the 3d, 4th and Sth verses, where 
great doctrinal sentiments are found. Suppose 
the words which designate the ordinance brought 
to view in those verses were not translated. The 
prince reads until he comes to the first word, and 
inquires—t What meaneth this ? were whut into 
Jesus Christ?’ I tell him, were baptized into 
Jesus Christ,—but it is complete nonsense to him. 
His mind is dissatisfied, and to relieve him, my 
only course is to say to him, ‘We translators 
have taken it upon ourselves to cover up a part of 
the word of God.’ But I could give no valid 
reason for such a course. There are words in 
the Burman language which express precisely 
the mind of the Spirit in these cases, and we 
dare not use any other words. It would be a 
virtual impeachment of the Holy Spirit, should 
we doit. Such indeed were my own feelings 
and those of my brethren when the intelligence 
reached us that the British and Foreign Bible 
Society had refused to grant appropriations to 
versions in which the words above referred to 
had been translated. We said at once, 
“thank God the people of America are not under 
a national religion, No such sentiment will ever 
obtain credence there.’ But soon the news came 
that the American Bible Society had followed in 
the track of the British and Foreign. It was sad 
news to us, and we did not dare tell the converts 
of it. We resolved not to change our course— 
we determined to adhere to our translations 
rather than have the fuot-prints of the man of 
sin appearing upon them. Luther demanded the 
Bible in the language of the people, and Rome was 
shaken to her centre. We demand the Bible for 
the Burman people in the language of God. 
There are 30 native preachers in the valley of the 
Irrawady, and no missionary among them. They 
must go to Maulmain, a distance of 300 miles, for 
information when perplexed. 1500 souls have 
been baptized there recently. Is it right to put 
into the hands of these teachers and converts a 
a Bible partially translated? These translations 
which the missionaries are now scattering abroad 
are to guide the path of millions until time shall 
be no more. Let us remember, then, how fearful 
is the responsibility resting upon all who have any 
thing to do in the furnishing, translating, or cir- 
culating of God’s blessed book !

ized, and 15 ministers ordained. The labors of | 
the Society during the past year have been con- 
siderably more extensive than during any previous 
one of its existence, 

Rev. A. Bexnerr moved the acceptance of the | 
report, and that it be printed. He proceeded | 
briefly to state reasons why he would have the | 
report received and printed. The great reason is, | 
that in the States of the West, and everywhere | 
throughout the land, there are sinners. Men | 
everywhere are depraved by sin, and under a 
curse, and their only salvation is by Jesus Christ. 
All our ministers should preach Christ and his 
cross.—The report being accepted, on motion of 
Rev. Mr. Wildman, of Connecticut, it was voted 
that prayer be offered on account of the death of 
three life directors of the Society during*the last 
year. The Rev. B. Stow led in this solemn ser- 
vice. 

The Committee appointed at the last annual 
meeting, to whom was referred the question of 
an amicable dissolution of the Society, or of de- 
vising some means by which members holding 
conflicting views upon the subject of slavery 
could act in harmony, reported through their Sec- 
retary, Rev. P. Cuurcu, of New York. Previous 
to reading the report, the chairman of the Com- 
mittee, Hon. H. Lincoiy, made some remarks 
relative to the course pursued by the Committee 
after their appointment. ‘They met on the day 
subsequently, and feeling they could not then 
agree upon any plan to be presented to the Soci- 
ety, it was arranged that the members should en- 
deavor to ascertain the views of the churches, in 
the several sections of the country where they 
resided, and report to the chairman by the com- 
mencement of the present year. It would seein 
that the members took different views of the ex- 
tent and nature of their duty, and acted accord- 
ingly. A meeting of the Committee was held on 
Monday previous to the day of the annual meet- 
ing, when the report read by Mr. Church was 
adopted by the majority of the members. It 
recommended that the Society be continued on 
its present basis of organization. 

Rev. Dr. Wexca inquired of the chair what 
response had been returned to the inquiries pro- 
posed to the churches. 

Rev. Mr. Hitt, Corresponding Secretary, doubt- 
ed whether it was proper to propose such ques- 
tions to the Committee. 

The chairman replied to Dr. W. that he knew 
nothing of the circular which had been issued. 
Hie impression was that no action of the Com- 
mittee justified the issuing of the circulars, 

The Rev. Mr. Caoutes, of Massachusetts, re- 
ferred to the circumstances under which the Com- 
mittee wag appointed. The design was to get at 
the feelings of the churches. He hoped we 
should hear from the members of the Committee 
what is the response of the churches. He dread- 
ed the suspense of another year. 

Dr. We cu believed that a debate might be 
prevented by a definite answer to his inquiry 
One member has stated the reason of issuing the 
circular, viz., that it was to draw out the views of 
the churches. In accepting the report, he wished 
to know whether he accepted the opinion of the 
Committee, or the expression of the churches, 

Mr. Couvenr, of Boston, observed that from the 
commencement there had been a difference ir the 
feelings and views of the Committee. In the 
record of the doings of the Committee, at their 
first meeting in Philadelphia, a preamble and res- 
olution was prepared. Part of the Committee in- 
sisted on the appointment of slaveholders; others 
did not. It was decided that brethren should en- 
deavor to ascertain the mind of the churches. 
Himself and Bro. Jackson, of New Bedford, drew 
up a circular, in which questions were proposed 
embodying the words of the preamble and resolu- 
tions, under which the Committee was appointed. 
These circulars were sent to the Baptist churches 
of nearly all the New England States. But few 
responses, however, had been returned, owing 
partly to the imperfection of the course adopted. 
The churches in Vermont had passed upon the 
subject in their State Convention; 142 letters had 
been received from churches and pastors, declar- 
ing their dissent to the appointment of slavehold- 
ers as missionaries. One church had no objec- 
tion to their appointment. Some three or four 
churches would have the subject left to the dis- 
cretion of the Executive Committee. 

Rev. Mr. Cuurca, on returning home from Phil- 
adelphia, had felt at a loss to know what was his 
duty as a member of the Committee. He pre- 
pared a circular, and sent it to the chairman, but 
the latter thought it not best to have it published 








he never could—he never would, directly nor 

indirectly, as an individual or in his associated ca- 

pacity as a member of a church or society, give 

his sanction to slavery. As an American he 

would meet this question; asa Christian; as a! 
man. Will you, by your action, sanction a sys- 
tem which closes the Bible from the eyes of mil- 
lions—which converts a freeman of the Lord into 
achattel! O, my brethren, do right—dare to do 
right,—and leave the consequences with God. 
He offered the following resolution: 


Resolved, That in view of our allegiance to 
the King in Zion, it is, in the judgment of this so- 
ciety, inexpedient for the Executive Board to 
employ brethren holding property in their fellow- 
men, as missionaries in the field of their opera- 
tions. 


The Society then adjourned to meet at half 
past 7 P. M. 


TUESDAY EVENING. 


Singing by the choir. Prayer by Rev. Mr. 
Wituiams, of Maine. The resolution offered by 
Dr. Wexcn, of Albany, was taken up for 
further consideration, and the previous question 
called for. 

The call for the previous question being tem- 
porarily withdrawn, Rev. Mr. CampBet, of 
Georgia, obtained the floor, who stated that he 
objected to the resolution on several grounds. 
1. It had been said that this resolution was an ex- 
pression of Northern feeling. Heasked repeated- 
ly, is this Society a Northern Institution? Cer- 
tainly not. 2. We regard it as a violation of the 
letter and spirit of the Constitution of the Society. 
Do the Northern men suppose that Southern men 
would have gone into this organization but on 
equal terms? Our churches are regular Baptist 
churches ; and our fathers who joined this Society 
expected they would be treated as such. 3. It 
had been said that a large proportion of the 
Baptists at the South are slaves; but we claim to 
be regular Baptist churches. In passing such a 
decision on us, you cast a censure on Heaven it- 
self; and, as far as this decision is concerned, | 
you proscribe yourselves. ‘T'o pass this resolution | 
would be to destroy the Society as far as the | 
South is concerned. On this point we have deep | 
feeling. Our best men are from the North, and | 
we need more such men. But pass that resolu- 
tion, and they can come among us no more. Is 
it right, in the sight of God or man, to pass, in a 
national institution, a resolution so sectional in 
its character? Would it be constitutional ? 
Would it be Christian? The resolution is a 
violation of the constitution; and I warn you of 
its effects on the Society and the union of these 
States. But, even if this resolution pass, we feel 
that God will not forsake us, but that he will still 
enable us to give the word of life to the perish- 
ing. 

me Mr. Cover, of Boston, said that the 
brother had asked two questions, and answered 
them himself. Is this a Northern Institution? 
No, sir. Js it a Southern Institution? No, sir. 
Is it a Southern and Northern Institution? No, 
sir. It is an Institution of Jesus Christ—and 
bound only by his laws. 

Nor is every member of a Baptist church, in 
good standing, qualified to be appointed as a 
missionary. There has a change come over the 
South. When the Foreign Mission Society was 
formed, the Southern brethren themselves would 
have refused to appoint a slaveholder a mission- 
ary. At that time, such men as Thomas Jefferson 
wrote to Dr. Price in England, and begged him 
to address the young men in the college of Vir- 
ginia against slavery. The same was true then 
of many other men at the South, Allusion had 
been made to the discipline of the churches, It 
is not claimed that we should interfere with the 
independ of the Southern churches. 

Mr. C. quoted several passages, showing that 
the application of Scripture by the churches of 
the South would soon remove slavery from that 
land. 

And yet we are told that we must allow our 
missionaries to take the Bible to defend this in- 
stitution, at which humanity revolts. Our breth- 
ren in the ministry at the South are themselves in 
bondage. Their hearts might flow over with 
kindness to their brethren who came from the 
North, but the master mob rules at the South, and 
tells the Southern preacher what he shall say and 
hear from others. 

He did not want division. God knew that his 
heart held no unkind feeling towards the South; 
if they would continue with the Society on the 
platform of this resolution, he would take them to 
his heart and his home. He would treat not one 
of the Southern brethren ill; but, for their own 
sakes, he was bound to remonstrate and entreat 
until slavery is entirely and forever abandoned. 

He longed for the days of peace toreturn. But 
while slavery was in the churches, peace is im-

He had finally addressed the churches of his 
State, and had received a return from 6 churches 
who were in favor of the Society as it is; 36 
churches had expressed themselves in favor of a 
change. He was not able to determine the feel- 
ings of the State from the 36. The report is 
based upon my own opinion. He believed that if 
right kind of feeling prevailed here, by looking at 
the principles upon which the Society was organ- 
ized, and the course pursued heretofore, we might 
be relieved from the difficulties which now per- 
plex us. 

Rev. Mr. Tucker, of New York, thought we 
ought to come at the matter in a business way. 

It was then moved and seconded that the re- 
port be accepted. 

Rev. Mr. Campsect, of Georgia, said that he 
understood the object of the inquiry was to ascer- 
tain the views of churches. But do not the majority 
of Baptist church members reside at the South? 

Rev. Dr. Wexca replied that the majority of 
Southern church members were slaves! 

Rev. Mr. Camppeti denied that this was the 
case. 

Rev. Mr. Granoen, of R. I. called for the read- 
ing of the minority report. 

Mr. Cover, its author, rose and explained the 
delicacy of his position, as standing alone upon 
the Coinmittee.

" Rev. Dr. Wavzanp said that he did not like to 
give a silent vote on this question. He did not 
know that the ‘King in Zion’ taught expediency.

The meeting was opened with singing, and 
prayer by Rev. Mr. Wildman, of Connecticut. 
The records of the preceding session were read 
by the Secretary. The motion offered on Tues- 
day evening by Dr. Wayland, to refer the resolu- 
tion proposed by Dr. Welch, and the whole sub- 
ject, to a Committee, was called for, and being

To this the Rev. Dr. Mactnnts, of New York, 
proposed the iment which he read on Tues- 
day evening. He stated that a division be- 
tween the South and North had already taken 
place, and must be recognized. Delegates pres- 
ent from the North say, that if the Executive 
Board shal] appoint slaveholders to be missiona- 
ries, they cannot sustain the Society, Members 
in and from the South say, that unless such ap- 
pointments are made, they will not sustain the 
Society. It is not well to adopt any measure, 
which shall seem to any to violently repel from 
us a portion of the Society. The separation 
proposed can be made,—The difficulties stated at 
& previous session, do not interfere with it The 
present Society shall continue, the charter and 
the name being transferred to Southern members, 
and they transferring to a new society in the 
North, whatever claims or property the North 
may possess; or the charter shall be retained by 
the North, and all the rights of the South be duly 
regarded and allowed. This arrangement can be 
made easily and satisfactorily to all parties. 

Rev. Mr. Hix1, the Secretary, said the diyision 
could be made in the manner proposed by Dr.

He felt re- 
gret that while Baldwin and Furman could meet 
together in the Foreign Mission, and Going and 
Mercer in the Home Mission, we who kept 
their graves, should injure the cause by separation. 
We cannot prove the sin of slaveholding by this 
act; for Christian men hold men as property. 
We cannot deny the Christian character of the 
South by legislation. The past history of the 
church and the country warns us that we cannot 
stop here. We must look at the consequences 
that are before us. He desired the ultimate lib- 
eration of the enslaved; but he would divide, if 
divide we must, so as to leave as little alienation 
as possible behind. 

Rev. Dr. Sears said, that he could not give 
his silent vote without explaining in a few words. 
There was no analogy between this resolution 
and the decision of the Foreign Mission Board. 

The resolution did not seem to agree with the 
character of the constitution of this Society. 
Does any one suppose that our Southern brethren 
will co-operate after the passage of this resolu- 
tion? The South would go off as one man; but 
he solemnly believed this is not the way to divide. 
If adivision be thus made, it 1s to the everlasting 
dishonor of the North. The question of slavery 
does not come into this decision, 80 as to secure 
an amicable division; and posterity will regard 
the South as the injured party.

ing fairly, honorably, uprightly to all. If, then, it 
shall be necessary hereafter to divide, let us give | 
what is due to the other parties of the compact | 
who are not here to act. 

Dr. Wayland closed with moving the reference | 
of the subject to a special committee. 

Pending this question, Rev. Mr. Cuourrs took 
the floor, and said that if not a Southern brother 
had been present, the decision of this question in

The South had been thoroughly notified; and if 
they had failed to attend, it was not the fault of 
this Society. 

As to expediency, and referring this question, 
let it be remembered that the subject had been 
referred to a committee last year, and it was ex- 
pected that definite action would be had at this 
meeting. It was due to the large number of 
brethren present that it should be had.

Prayer by Rev. E. Cummrnos, of New Hamp- 
shire. A motion was made by Mr. Eddy, of 
Maas., that the speakers be limited to ten minutes,

Rev. Dr. Maginats, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on the proposed division, reported as follows : 


The Committee appointed in relation to a mode 
of separate action and organization, submit the 
following report:— 

As the existing Society was planted in the 
North, has its Executive Board, and there re- 
ceived a Charter of Incorporation which it seems 
desirable to preserve, and as a separation seems 
to many minds inevitable, owing to the strong 
views of churches and individuals against the ap- 
pointment of slaveholders to serve the Society, 
and as such views prevail principally at the 
North, therefore, in view of such separation, we 
recommend the adoption of the following resolu- 
tions: 

1. Resolved, Should such separation amon 
the former friends and pxtrons of the Society be 
deemed necessary, that the existing organization 
be retained by the Northern and other churches, 
which may be willing to act together upon the 
basis of restriction against the appointment of 
slaveholders. 

2. Resolved, That the Executive Board be in- 
structed, in such case, to adjust upon amicable, 
honorable, aud liberal principles, whatever claims 
may be presented by brethren who s:all feel, 
upon the separation, unable farther to co-operate 
with the Society, or disposed to form a separate 
organization ut the South. 


A discussion arose on the acceptance of the 
report, in which Mesers, Colver, Barnaby, and Ma- 
ginnis briefly participated. Rev. J.M.Pecx gave 
an account of circumstances connected with the 
origin and history of the Society, and stated that 
the present position of things was never antici- 
pated by their founders, He was convinced that 
&@ separation was inevitable; although not unwill- 
ing himself to co-operate with brethren South or 
North, others were, and he respected their con- 
sciences. There are difficulties connected with 
this subject, especially in the division of the 
West—Mr. P. did not regard the separation of 
the Societies as so great an evil. They are not 





on constitutional grounds. Under the present 
circumstances,. our violation of the constitution | 
will furnish a dangerous precedent. What will! 
be sacred in constitutions if such a violation takes | 
place? Will it not be a tocsin for the dissolution | 
of all societies ?. Where can there be permanent | 
union at the North?

Dr. Wexcu replied, that if he knew any thing | 
of his own heart, he had an earnest desire to be 
honest and kind. Nor could he doubt the right | 
tendency of the principle involved. Does the} 
resolution say more than the vote of the Foreign | 
Mission Board? He had rather be the writer of | 
the reply of that Board, than of the Declaration | 
of American Independence. God had made him | 
responsible to His moral government. He wished | 
his brethren from the South could read his heart. | 
He was sure they would see nothing there but 
the kindest emotions. His house and his pulpit | 
are open to all who bear the image of Christ. But | 
this resolution was offered as the only means 
of uniting the North, and eventually of bringing | 
the South to a just position. A carnal policy can | 
never meet the pleasure of God. | 

Mr. Rowerts, of New York, was opposed to 
reference.

Dr. Baisgaxx moved the adoption of the re- 
port. He did not believe we should ever arrive 
at a point where we agreed altogether. He could 
object to some things, but on the whole was in 
favor of the report. He believed the whole North 
would be united; he had been in a position of 
disagreement with his brethren, but hoped to be 
so no longer. We could part with the South 
with kind feelings, as well as meet them thus. 
He would cherish and express the kindest feel- 
ings to his Southern brethren, 

Rev. Mr. Cuurcu, of New York, was in favor 
of union, but saw it to be impossible ; he left home 
to come to this place with the conviction that in 
the progress of these meetings we should come to 
this result. 

Rev. Mr. Moone, of Michigan, stated that the 
Michigan State Convention had instructed him to 
convey their wish that no slaveholders should be 
appointed as missionaries. Bat he had great 
concern for the result. The cause is dear to 
Western churches, and he hoped that the result of 
our action would not be unfavorable to that cause, 

Hon. J. H. Duncan stated what he conceived 
to be the position in which these resolutions 
would leave the Society. It would continue to 


| exist under its present charter; but here is a 


provision that in case the South form « separate 
Society, as we expect they will, a satisfactory 


| arrangement shall be made by which those who 


organize at the South shall receive all that may 


| belong to them. 


Rev. Mr. Kensanp, of Philadelphia, made a 
sorrowful address, He regretted most deeply the 
separation, but yet admitted that it was inevitable.

Prayer by Rev. Mr, Monroy, of New York, 

Rev. Mr. Tucker arose, He had said tittle, 
but had felt much. They had considered the 
subject at meetings of the Board. He had com- 
mitted himse!f there—he had done so because he 
deemed it the will of Christ. He could not be- 
lieve it proper to appoint a slaveholder.—had 
everywhere recorded his vote against it. We 
must decide the question—decide it now, and 
deliberately, and so that brethren in New York 
can act together. Otherwise the influence will 
be disastrous. He would do nothing violent~ 
nothing dishonorable. He was on the Committee 
appointed yesterday, and entered upon hie duty 
hoping for happy resulta. They had free conver- 
sation with brother Taylor of Virginia. His 
spirit was exceedingly kind, and he did not ma- 
terially object to the report which they decided to 
make, They understood the report to iinply that 
hereafter no slaveholder should be appointed, 
He feared, however, there wae some misunder- 
standing on this point. The Chairman, Dr. Sears, 
and others so understood it—that no such ap- 
pointment would be made. Bro. Taylor had 
gone home with this impression, But he and 
others at the South would regard the amendment 
proposed by brother Colver, as a virtual violatidn 
of obligation. Brethren Jeter and Taylor say the 
charter and the Society belong to the North. 
The brethren in New York will agree, on the 
basis of that report, not to appoint a slaveholder, 

He should propose to amend the Constitution 
next year. All admit the necessity of separation, 
the. prevalence of anti-slavery sentiment. He 
was seriously, earnestly, entirely opposed to sla- 
very. Adopt this report and there will be no di- 
vision in New York. 

Rev. Dr. Macinnis stated the object which the 
Committee had in view. They all agreed in the 
object ; it was to have a society in the North that 
will not appoint slaveholders, The only difficul- 
ty was with regard to the manner of accomplish- 
ing it. 

Rev. Mr. Gitterre was opposed to the resolu- 
tion, and in favor of the report. He and his 
brethren in Pennsylvania, were generally satished 
with the H. M. Society as it is. He apoke of the 
destitution in that State, and of the much the 
churches had done for Home Missions. 

Rev. Mr. Couven referred to the history of this 
movement, and to the present state of things; 
expressed confidence in the statements which had 
been made by the authors of the report relative to 
the future appointment of slayehelders, and with- 
drew his amendment. The question now was on 
the adoption of the report. 

Rev. Mr. Currine, of Mass, thought we had 
no right to pass a Northern resolution in a nation- 
al Society. He therefore was gratified that the 
one propoeed had been withdrawn; he hoped no 
more resolutions would be presented, but that we 
should act at once on the report. 

Rev. Mr. Brain offered some very conciliatory 
remarks, being entirely in favor of the report, 
since it is understood that the Board will not ap- 
point slaveholders. 

Rev. Mr. Cuurcn had concluded that the 
course proposed was the best. He agreed in re- 
gard to this measure with Bro. Culver. He hoped 
for unanimity. 

The report was adopted by an almost unani- 
mous vote. 

The Society presently adjourned.

AMERICAN BAPTIST PUBLICATION SOCIETY. 


The anniversary of this Society, whose seat of 
operations is in Philadelphia, was held Wednesday 
P.M. The Rev. J. Kennarp took the chair. 
Reading of the Scriptures by Rev. A. Wheelock. 
Prayer by Rev. Dr. Babcock. Rev. J. M. Peck 
read the act of Corporation granted by the Legis- 
lature, which the Society voted to adopt. The 
usual committees having been appointed, the re- 
ports of the Treasurer and the Secretary were 
read. The following is an abstract of the !atter. 


MEASURES OF THE SOCIETY. 

1. The gratuitous distribution of Tracts, espe- 
cia!ly where our churches have not a constant 
ministry, and to the destitute in our own and oth- 
er lands. 

2. The publication (or purchase) and distribu- 
tion of religious books, for family and general 
reading. Our colporteurs, generally, are minis- 
ters of the gospel who itinerate, preach to the 
otherwise destitute, visit, converse and pray with 
farsilies, while they supply them with the means 
of religious reading, form Sabbath schools, and 
promote every good work. In most instances the 
expense of these colporteur missionaries is met by 
commission on sales, 

3. Providing our destitute ministers with small 
libraries as donations, This measure is a very 
important one for the Western Valley. Within 
18 months, 34 libraries have been placed in the

WHAT HAS THE SOCIETY DONE? 

Notwithstanding the great pecuniary embar- 
rassments of the period of two years and a half 
after its re-organization, the managers have is- 
sued ten additional tracts, making the series of 
numbers 170—published 322,241 copies, including 
4,230,255 pages, the most of which have been 
circulated gratuitously. They have put into cir- 
culation 143,809 bound volumes, of which 39,858 
are of the publications of the Society, and 103,- | 
951 were purchased from other publishers. 

Of this amount, 41,740 volumes have been cir- 
culated the past year, of which 14,858 are of our | 
own publications, 

A very large proporfion of these books have | 
been scattered over the Southern and Western | 
States, and not afew have gone into the most | 
destitute parts of our country,—and to Foreign | 
Missionary stations, | 

Since the re-organization, the managers have | 
published twenty-three 18mo volumes. Of large | 
octavo volumes, we have issued Carson on Bap- | 


tism and the first volume of Fuller’s works. Of | cheapest colporteurs $150. 


the Psalmist, 14,000 copies have been published 
by the Society. 

Besides these, the Board have arranged, by ex- 
changes with other publishers, to obtain and cir- 
culate on the same terms as our own publications, 
a number of volumes. 

Most of our bound volumes are put in stereo- 
type. During the past year there has been added 
to the former stock of plates 2561 pages, at cost 
of $2,707.75. Of these, 1290 pages are large oc- 
tavo, 665 are l2mo., and 603 are 18mo. size. 


PERIODICALS PUBLISHED. 

Annual Reports, 13,000 copies; Almanac and 
Baptist Register, 57,250; Weekly Record (a 
newspaper), 655,000 copies; Extra Record (tract 
form), 5,000; Monthly Record, 5,500 copies in 
large pamphlet form.

The 
‘Committee of Accounts’ meet, examine. and 
certify every item of account monthly, before they 
are submitted tothe action of the Board. Ail 
payments are made monthly, by orders drawn on 
the Treagurer, The financial system of the Board 
is simple, exact, and rigid. 
COLPORTEOR system. 

Our colporteur system, in one of its prominent 
features, is essentially different from that of the 
American Tract Society and kindred institutions. 
Generally, they are itinerant ministers and mis- 
sionaries, and it is no drawback to their labors 
to carry books, visit families and Sabbath schools, 
and engage in every good work. Instead of a 
salary, outfit in travelling equipage and expenses, 
we furnish them books so as to allow them 25 per 
cent. commission on sales. This is too smal! for 
| @ fair perquisite, but it is all we can give, until 
the funds and stock of the Society are much en- 
larged. Small as this compensation is, we have 
many noble-spirited, devoted brethren, who give 
themselves to the work, preach constantly and 
with success, and place our publications in the 
hands of the famishing population on the very 
frontiers of our country. The miasionarnes of the 
Home Mission Society and of State organizations, 
in many instances, act as colporieurs. This plan 
proposes to perform a great amount of labor at 
the smallest expense to the Society,—to make the 
books pay tke expense of their distribution. Pas- 
tors of churches often obtain books to supply 
their own congregations. 

More than twenty itinerant preachers and mis- 
sionaries have labored in the Southern and West- 
ern States, for the whole or a part of the last 

ear. A large proportion of the 40,000 volumes 
circulated, have gone into the hands of the desti- 
tute by this medium. 

This is not a novel scheme in colporteur labors. 
| The travelling ministry in the Methodist Episco- 

pal chusch have ever been most efficient colpor- 

teurs in placing their numerous publications be- 

fore their people, and receive, for their perquisite, | 
a per centage on sales. This part of our plan ad- | 
mits of indefinite extension. 

To ensure safety, and prevent loss or waste, | 
bond and security is required of all our colpor- 
teurs, when books are sent them on credit. 
Another feature in our colporteur operations, | 
which is desirable in the more destitute parts of | 

| the Western Valley, where rapid and extensive 
| sales cannot be made, and the population is dis- | 
persed over a wide district of country. This plan | 
gives the colporteur a definite selary, he furnish- | 
ing his own travelling equipage, and reporting all | 
| his receipts to the Society. An experiment has 
shown that one hundred dollars, given for this 
specific object, will sustain an itinerant missiona- | 
| ry as colporteur. | 

The per centage on sales will cover the balance | 

of his salary and expenses. 

It must be understood that these men are, in| 
the strictest sense, laboring in an evangelical | 
manner, and while supplying the people with 
books and tracts, are performing the work of | 
missionaries, | 

As an illustration, we herewith give a synopsis | 
of the labors of a colporteur thus employed for | 
six months in a part of Missouri, Illinois, and 
Kentucky, the last years, 

He travelled 2486 miles, visited 40 different 
churches, and 275 families for religious purposes, 
preached 66 sermons, made 28 public addresses, 
sold 644 volumes, and distributed about 9000 
pages of tracts. His salary was $75, and travel- 
ling and other incidental expenses, including 
freight on books sent him, were, in addition, 
$27.12. Sabbath schools, temperance, and every 
good work engaged his attentian. A large pro- 
portion of the forty churches visited were desti- 
tute of regular pastors, and have only occasional 
preaching. The same ministet is now under com- 
mission for the coming year, and towards his sup- 
port we have one hundred dollars pledged from) 
New Hampshire. 

For every one hundred dollars special donation 
for this object, we can put a missionary in some | 
destitute field. The usual per centage on sales| 
will make up his support. 

The most numerous class of colporteurs in our 
employ, are those ministers who spend such por-

FUNDS WANTED. 

The Managers are now engaged in a heavy en- 
terprise, in getting out a new and much improved 
edition of the ‘Complete Works of Andrew Ful- 
ler.’ The first volume is ready, and the second 
volume in press. The stereotypes alone of this 
great work, in three lagge octavo volumes, will 
cost about $3,400. Several other valuable 
books, original and selected, are before the Com- 
mittee, waiting means to send them forth. Our 
ecolporteurs and the people are calling for more 
books both in number and variety. More than 
one thousand needy ministers in the Western Val- 
ley, not to mention other districts, are waiting 
for donation libraries. Will our brethren aid? 
The Society has gained the confidence of the 
churches wherever it is known, and we now most 
respectfully, and with confid of » ap- 
peal for help. 





AUXILIARIES. 

Many of our associations, especially in the 
Southern and Western States, are raising funds to 
obtain a depository of books to be distributed by | 
their own preachers, acting as colporteurs. | 

Several State Conventions and General Associ | 
ations are auxiliaries, and manage their own col- 
porteur system. | 

In such cases we need a supply of books to 
meet their calls, 

PROPOSITION. 

The proposition of the Society last year was to 
raise $50,000 in five years—one half for perma- 
nent capital, to be invested in stereotype plates, 
copy-rights, and books and tracts, the other half 
to be disposed of in perquisites to life members 
and directors; to aid poor Sabbath schools; to 
provide small libraries for needy ministers; to the 
gratuitout circulation of books and tracts to the 
destitute, and in sustaining colporteurs in the 
Western Valley, and other destitute parts, $50 
constitute a Life Director; $20 constitute a Life 
Member; $1 constitutes an Annual Member. | 

Ten dollars will furnish a library for a minister. 
One hundred dollars, in addition to commission 
sales, will sustain a colporteur and missionary for 
one year. 








The acceptance of the report was moved by 
Rev. Mr. Teaspaxe, of Conn.

These need the advantages offered by 
this Society.

and great usefulness. 

The resolution was adopted, and the following 
was also offered, and passed without discussion: 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Society be 
tendered to our brethren, the Board of the A. and 
F. Bible Society for a liberal donation of Bibles 
and Testaments received the past yeas;—that we 
regard the object and management of that Socie- 
ty with peculiar interest, and rejoice in the pros- 
pect of a cordial co-operation in spreading know- 
ledge and truth throughout our country and all 
other lands.

For tHe Lavies.—The most beautiful 
array of flowers may be produced by taking 
an elder stalk, punching out the pith, plac- 
ing within the stalk a variety of seeds, whose 
flowers blossom about the same time, and 
burying the stalk, and when blossoming, it 
has various kinds of flowers, according to 
the seed planted in the stalk: This is a 
beautiful discovery, and well worth the ex- 
periment. 

Cut a small branch of oleander from a 
thrifty plant, place it in a vial partly filled 
with rain water, so that the lower end of the 
branch may be immersed about half an inch 
in the water. Place this in the sun in an 
open room, and in about fifteen or twenty 
days small roots will shoot out from the end 
of the branch, presenting a beautiful appear- 
ance. 

After these roots are extended two or three 
inches, the branch may be set out in moist 
earth, and frequently watered it will grow rap- 
idly,and soon form a large thrifty stalk. Ladies 
who are fond of flowers may easily propagate 
oleanders in this manner, and in a few 
months multiply those beautiful plants to an 
indefinite extent.
